estimated  population  of  8,800  persons,  is  at  Newmarket,  giving  a 
D.W.F.  of  445,000  gallons  per  day,  and  the  smaller  Sewage  Works,  serving 
an  estimated  population  of  1*550,  is  at  Exning,  giving  a  D.V/.F.  of  57,000 
gallons  per  day. 

Both  these  Works  were  constructed  in  1900  as  Contact  Bed  systems* 

The  scheme  prepared  by  Mr.  Waterfall,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
(for  dispensing  with  the  existing  Steam  Pumping  Plant  and  providing 
electrically  operated  pumps  and  Screening  Plant  and  for  a  new  length 
of  24"  sewer  with  a  self  cleansing  velocity  to  supercede  the 
unsatisfactory  brick  culvert  which  has  been  referred  to  in  previous 
reports)  has  now  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  and  thu 
Council  are  proceeding  with  the  Scheme  up  to  the  stage  at  which  tenders 
can  be  invited.  The  total  cost  of  this  Scheme  is  estimated  to  be 
£16,885. 

During  the  year  a  further  300  yards  of  12”  to  6”  Foul  and  Stormwater 
Sewers  with  manholes  have  been  constructed  by  direct  labour  on  the 
Houldsworth  Valley  Housing  Estate. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  continued  their  service  for  free 
cleansing  with  their  500  gallon  Scammell  Gulley  and  Cesspool  Emptier 
once  every  quarter  to  properties  not  on  the  sewerage  system  within  the 
district* 

As  a  provision  against  the  fouling  of  the  Sewage  Works  and  Filters 
the  Eastern  Gas  Board  delivered  by  tanker  and  deposited  on  the  Sewage 
Works  Site  490  loads  of  gas  liquor  during  1952.

The  final  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  is  given  land  treatment 
before  being  discharged  into  the  stream  which  joins  the  River  Snail 
at  Snailwell.

In  the  District  only  the  two  farms  and  thirteen  houses,  without  a 
piped  water  supply,,  are  without  water  closets, 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  cleansing  of  highways  and  road  gullies,  collection  of  house 
refuse 9  shop  refuse,  trade  refuse  and  salvage,  is  carried  out  hy 
direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  F.  B.  Waterfall,  the 
Engineer  &  Surveyor, 

Domestic  Refuse  is  collected  "by  a  Scammell  Scarab  with  Lssloo 
Self-loading  18  cub 0 yds.  Refuse  Collector  and  partly  by  a  Scammell 
12  cub. yds.  Moving  Floor  Refuse  Collector. 

1  total  of  993  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  during  the  year 
ending  31ct  December.,  1952,  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  Site  by  controiled  tipping.  The  tip  is  regularly  treated  with 
suitable  Tip  Dressing  as  a  precaution  against  breeding  of  flies  and 
crickets,  etc*,  and  the  tip  is  treated  regularly  for  the  destruction 
of  rats. 

188  lorry  loads  of  Shop  Refuse  v/ere  collected  by  the  Council's  staff. 
884  loads  of  various  capacity  of  Trade  Refuse  wore  brought  to  the 
Works  by  private  traders  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1952. 

During  the  year  136  tons  of  Waste  Paper  were  salvaged,  baled  and 
sold  to  the  Paper  Mills,  for  which  the  sum  of  £1,487*  0.  0.  was 
received.

(vi)  SHORE  ABATEMENT.  Newmarket  nas  no  heavy  industries  and  is  therefore 
comparatively  free  from  industrial  atmospheric  pollution. 

3  smoke  observations  were  carried  out  but  no  nuisance  from  excessive 
emission  was  noted. 

(vii)  SWIMMING  WOOL.  The  Council  own  a  modern  open-air  Swimming  Wool. 
Water  for  the  pool  is  obtained  from  the  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company's  mains. 
Circulation  of  the  water  is  continuous.,  the  water  being  passed  through  a 
Bell  horizontal  sand  filter,  and  suitably  chlorinated. 

Three  samples  of  swimming  pool  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  all  showed  ceunts  of  Nil  B.  Coli  per  100  mis. 

Ten  inspections  were  also  made  regarding  the  cleanliness  of  dressing 
boxes,  sanitary  accommodation  and  pool  surroundings. 

The  swimming  pool  was  open  from  the  10th  May  to  the  13th  September , 1952. 
The  number  of  tickets  sold  was  20,891  of  which  7,511  were  to  adults, 12,305 
to  cliildren,  and  1,075  to  members  of  H.M.  Forces  v/ho  were  admitted  at  a 
reduced  rate.  In  addition  tjiere  were  27  adult  and  178  children  season 
ticket  holders. 

As  in  previous  years,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  West  Suffolk 
Education  Committee  and  the  Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee  for  the 
attendance  of  school  children  on  each  morning,  Monday  to  Friday,  during  the 
school  summer  term.

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56  visits  and  re-visits  were  paid  to  verminous  premises,  none  of  which 
were  Council  houses, 

65  visits  were  paid  to  houses  occupied  by  persons  who  had  been  allotted 
Council  houses,  in  order  that  the  dwellings  which  they  occupied  and  their 
furniture  could  be  inspected,  and  if  necessary,  freed  from  vermin,  before 
removal  to  a  new  house.  One  of  the  bed  bug  infestations  noted  above  was 
discovered  as  a  result  of  these  visits. 

The  infestation  by  flies  (musca  autumnalis)  was  at  the  Exning  Isolation 
Hospital,  where  large  numbers  of  flies  from  the  surrounding  agricultural 
land  had  entered  the  roof  lofts.  Spraying  was  successful  in  killing  the 
flies. 

The  infestation  by  Tyroglyphus  Farinae  was  unusual.  These  mites,  which 
are  only  just  visible  to  the  naked  eye,  appeared  in  a  bed  in  a  very  clean 
house  in  great  numbers.  Specimens  sent  to  the  British  Museum  wero 
confirmed  as  Tyroglyphus  Farinae  by  the  Department  of  Entomology.  Enquiries 
to  f ..  id  the  stored  grain  in  which  these  mites  breed  revealed  some  oats 
intended  for  chicken  food  stored  in  a  loft  above  the  bedroom.  The  oats 
were  removed,  the  room  and  bedding  sprayed  with  insecticide,  and  the 
bedding  washed  and  ironed.  These  actions  eradicated  the  mites. 


28  wasp  nests  were  destroyed. 

(ix)  RATS  AND  MICE.  The  Council  employ  two  operators,  Mr.  Foster  and 
Mr.  Gallant,  cn  the  work  of  rodent  destruction.  In  addition  to  the 
inspection  and  treatment  of  premises  where  the  presence  of  rats  was 
notified  by  occupiers,  systematic  inspections  of  the  district  have  been 
carried  out  and  premises  were  treated  where  necessary. 

Free  treatment  was  given  at  dwelling  houses,  but  a  charge  was  made  for 
treatments  carried  out  at  business  premises,  the  charge  being  4/-  per  hour 
inclusive  of  the  time  taken  for  treatment  and  the  cost  of  baits  and 
poisons. 

As  in  previous  years  only  a  very  slight  infestation  of  the  sowers  was 
found.  Following  tost  baiting,  2  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out 
in  the  parts  of  the  sewers  found  to  be  affected. 

Five  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  and  Refuse 
Disposal  Woiks  at  Exning  Road,  and  the  Exning  Sewage  Works  had  three 
treatments.  A  total  of  355  rat  bodies  were  found  after  these  treatments.

The  good  work  being  done  at  Racing  Stables  was  continued  during 

year,  30  treatments  being  carried  out  at  these  premises,  at  which  a  total 
of  391  rat  bodies,  and  41  mouse  bodies  were  found.

(x)  SCHOOLS.  Eight  visits  were  paid  to  schools  in  connection  with  the 
inspection  of  washing  and  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  Council  continued  to  press  for  improvements  to  the  sanitary 
accommodation  at  All  Saints  Junior  and  Infants  Schools,  but  a  scheme  for 
reconstruction  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  submitted  by  the  School 
Managers  was  not  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Education.  Dr.  J.  Davis, 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  with  the  School  Managers, 
subsequently  met  Mr.  Aitken,  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  Division,  at  the 
schools  and  discussed  the  urgency  of  the  matter  with  him.  Through  the  good 
offices  of  the  Member  of  Parliament,  the  School  Managers  were  later 
notified  that  the  scheme  had  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Education, 
and  that  the  work  could  proceed.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be 
commenced  in  the  near  future,  and  that  these  obsolete  and  insanitary  trough 
closets,  which  have  caused  so  much  concern  to  the  Council,  and  to  the 
parents  of  children  who  attend  the  schools,  will  become  a  thing  of  the  past.

In  1952  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  throughout  the 
District  was  3*3?  but  in  pre  and  post-war  Council  houses  the  average 
was  4« 2  • 

Post-war  Council  house  building  has  progressed  at  the  average  rate 
of  50  per  year,  so  48  completed  in  1952  is  an  average  year. 

The  latest  information  (obtained  at  the  end  of  August  1953) _ 
concerning  the  application  list  for  Council  houses  shows  498  applicants 
on  the  waiting  list.  Of  these  498  there  are:- 

367  already  occupying  houses  but  who  need  or  desire  a  change  and 
131  who  have  never  had  a  home  of  their  own,  they  are  at  present 
in  lodgings  or  living  with  in-laws. 

There  is  still,  therefore,  a  very  great  task  to  be  accomplished 
before  the  housing  needs  of  the  inhabitants  are  satisfied.  Iho  ob /ious 
and  great  benefit  that  the  Council  houses  have  conferred  upon  those  who 
already  have  had  their  housing  requirements  met  by  thu  Council  will  be  a 
sustaining  inspiration  to  those  providing  the  houses  until  the  task  is 
completed.

(b)  ICE-CREAM.  The  only  manufacturer  of  ice-cream  in  the  District  now 
makes  his  ice-cream  from  a  complete  cold  mix  powder. 

The  majority  of  ice-cream  dealers  in  the  District  receive  ice¬ 
cream  from  large  manufacturers  as  wrapped  blocks,  wrapped  bricks,  or 
in  covered  cartons.  They  keep  the  ice-cream  in  closed  cabinet 
refrigerators  and  sell  the  ice-cream  in  the  wrappings  or  packings 
in  which  it  is  received. 

Ten  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  for  methylene  blue  test  with 
results  as  follows: -

In  the  case  of  the  Grade  4  sample,  which  was  of  a  complete  cold 
mix  manufacture,  a  sample  was  taken  of  the  complete  cold  mix  powder 0 
This  sample  showed  10  Pascal,  and  50  Non-Paecal  Coliform  organisms 
per  100  grams  of  powder.  A  further  sample  of  the  same  brand  of  .. 
powder  was  taken  from  a  new  previously  unopened  tin,  and  in  this 
sample,  no  coliform  organisms  were  found.  It  was  therefore  presumed 
that  the  first  tin  of  powder  may  possibly  have  been  contaminated  by  a 
scoop  during  use,  and  the  manufacturer  was  instructed  to  use  only  a 
sterile  scoop,  and  to  keep  the  tin  properly  closed  when  not  in  use. 

40  visits  were  paid  for  the  purpose  of  ice-cream  sampling, and  lor 
the  inspection  of  ice-cream  premises.

(c)  MBRT  AND  OTHLR  FOODS. 


All  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  for  the  Urban 
District  and  the  surrounding  Rural  Districts  of  Newmarket  and 
Mildenhall,  takes  place  at  the  Government  controlled  slaughterhouse 
in  our  Area0 

As  in  previous  years,  no  effort  was  spared  to  ensure  that  all 
carcases  and  organs  were  inspected,  and  for  this  purpose  504  visits 
were  paid  to  the  slaughterhouse e  Meat  inspection  was  carried  out 
on  19  Sundays  during  the  year® 

It  is  pleasing  again  to  report  that  the  slaughterhouse  and 
equipment  have  been  kept  in  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness®  Besides 
frequent  washing  down  during  the  day,  no  matter  how  long  or  how  hard 
the  day’s  work  has  been,  thorough  cleansing  of  the  floors,  walls, 
tables  and  equipment  with  scalding  water,  brooms,  scrubbing  and 
elbow  grease  is  a  ritual  that  is  never  missed* 

An  electrically  driven  carcase  splitting  saw  has  been  installed* 
Pour  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  discovered  during  the  year, 
all  the  animals  affected  being  steers..  Three  were  affected  in  the 
masseter  muscles,  and  one  lesion  was  found  in  the  heart® 

In  the  Report  for  1951?  note  was  made  that  among  the  small 
number  of  cows  (included  in  the  larger  number  of  bovines)  that  the 
percentage  of  cows  affected  with  Tuberculosis  had  decreased  each 
year  for  the  past  four  years*  The  percentage  showed  a  further 
decrease  to  18.06%  in  1952,  the  figures  for  the  five  years  being: -
